Kenſengtoun, April 3. This Day Mr. Speaker, with the Houſe of Commons in 


a Body, attended His Majeſty, and preſented their Aſſociation as fol- 
lows. 


Hereas there has been ahorrid and deteſtable Conſpiracy, For- 
med and carried cn by Papiſts and other Wicked and Traite= 


rous Perſons, for Aſſafſinating his Majcſties Royal Perſon, in 
order to encourage an Invaſion from France, to ſubvert our 
Religion, Laws and Liberties; We whoſe Names are hereunto ſubſcribed, do 
heartily, fincerely and ſolemnly profeſs, teſtifi- and declare, that His preſent 
Majeſty King William is Rightful and Lawfu! King of theſe Realms. And we 
do mutually promiſe and engage to ſtand by and affiſt each other, to the utter= 
moſt of our power, in the Support and Defence of His Majzſties moſt Sacred 
Perſon and Government, againſt the late King Jaxwes, and all his Adherents. 
And in caſe His Majeſty come to any violent or untimely Death,  ( which God 
forbid ) we do hereby further freely and unanimouſly oblige our ſelves to u- 
pite, afſociat, and ſtand þy each other in revenging the ſ:me upon his Ene- 
wies, and their Adherents 3 and in ſupporting and defending the Succeflion of 
the Crown, according to an AR made in thefirſt ,Year of the Reign of Kin 
William and Queer Mary, Intituled, Aw AG declaring the Rights and Liberties 
of the SubjeF, and ſenling the Succeſſion of the Crown, | 
Mr. Sp-::aker made a Requeſt to his Majeſty, that the ſaid Aſſociation, and 
all other Aſsociations by the Commons of England be lodged among the Re- 
cords in the Tower, to remain asa perpetual Memorial of their Loyalty and Af- 


fe&ion to His M jelty. And His Majeſty was gracioufly pleaſed to anſwer to
